A COP REPLIES 


Mr. Haeckel is writing in response to 
a guest editorial in the January 19, 1967 
edition of the paper, entitled, *Lost 
Sheep And The Law", 


I wish to state at the outset, that I 
do agree to a partial extent, that the 
police are in part to blame for some of 
the lawlessness which prevails at many 
of the motorcycle events. I have been a 
cop for over twelve years and will be 
the first to admit that there are bad 
policemen the same as there are bad 
motorcycle riders, although the propor- 
tions are quite different. 

I work for a California police agency 
of which I am justly proud and I can 
speak with authority when I say that in 
my area, we do not have the disturbance 
problem that is had in other areas. 

However, I would like to point out to 
Mr. Roloff some of the problems and 
statistics of which he might not be 
aware. 

True, California Police Officers en- 
joy a higher rate of pay than those in 
other areas, but I feel that as a group, 
Cops are pretty much the same wherever 
you go. They have a job which they 
believe in and are doing it because they 
believe in it (I do) and although the pay 
is not as good as could be expected 
each man does what he believes is best 
for him and you can’t knock him for that. 
I know for a fact that I can make more 
in private industry. 

However, I digress. Mr. Roloff men- 
tioned control at large events. Is he 
aware that the police are not required 
by law, nor do they have the manpower 
to supervise large events that are spon- 
sored by private enterprise? They are 
in existence to protect the public in 
instances where it is a public event, not 
one which is sponsored by a private 
individual for the purpose of profit. 
They have neither the time nor the man- 
power to provide security guards for the 
promoters. 

It is up to the promoter to provide the 
police protection required, either by a 
Private agency or by hiring off-duty 
policemen (who are not covered by in- 
surance) to police his event. 

Mr. Roloff says he is mad. I’m mad 
too. Less than five cents per year, of 
his taxes, go toward the salary of a 
police officer so he is getting exactly 
what he is paying for. Don’t get me 
wrong, this isn’t a pitch for a raise, 
I'm merely stating a fact. Why should a 
cop take less money (the rates paid by 
private enterprise for police work) for a 
better chance of getting his head split 
open, all by himself? True, I have sat 
in a patrol car for many nights and have 
felt that I have not been earning my 
money until the night I looked down the 
barrels of two 45's or have faced two 
hundred of the old Galloping Goose M.C. 
with no radio communications, and then 
I felt that I earned all the dough that I 
got. 

Mr. Roloff might take into considera- 
tion the fact that at one of the large 
gatherings he mentioned, I have seen a 
large crowd gathered around an officer 
and an individual who are having an 
altercation. The officer is all by him- 
self and there stands a crowd, over half 
of which is waiting to see the poor cop 
get kicked and stomped and the other 
part of the crowd so apathetic that it is 
sickening. Nobody has asked himself 
what the bum has done to merit a possi- 
ble arrest or whether he might have an 
outstanding warrant for his arrest. The 
only thing the crowd thinks of is that 
“some cop is spoiling someone’s fun.” 

Let’s see some redblooded action on 
the part of the citizens in backing the 
officer and try to make the event a 
decent affair. I might mention here that 
I am a long-time motorcycle rider. I have 
hill-climbed, ridden the mountain trails 
and more recently, joined A.M.A. and 
have participated in road runs. I have 
been at motorcycle events where the 
bums were driven off by the crowd who 
banded together and invited them to 
leave. They left. I ride a bike every day, 
and without being sickening about it, I 
try to make a good impression on the 
public. Agreed, this is difficult as most 
people have a pre-conceived idea of 
what a motorcycle rider is like. I have 
snarled at a few four-wheeled clowns 
too, which I shouldn't have done, but 
by-heck I try. If the people elect a 
politician that steals them blind, they 
deserve what they get and by the same 
token, when the public refuses to back 
their own law enforcement personnel 
they can't expect more than they have 
received in the past. 

The police are not in the business 
of insuring your entertainment but your 
protection. 

- Motorcycle events are not a civic 
project but an effort by private enter- 


Prise to make money and your police 
agency is not in the business of guar- 
anteeing a profit to private enterprise. 

When an officer has a job to do, if 
you don't want to help him the least any 
citizen can do is to mind his own busi- 
ness and not interfere. 

There are not enough police in any 
department in the world to do the job 
assigned to them and pólice agencies 
will continue to be understaffed for the 
job until the public wakes up to the fact 
they have to help others in order to get 
what they themselves want. 

When the department I work for gets 
an undesirable officer, we weed him out. 
Let’s have a talk with a few of our own 
motorcycle buddies and straighten „them 
up. 

Nothing disgusts me -more than to 
have one of my buddies, whom I've gone 
on a run with, get soused and make him- 
self obnoxious. He insults somebody 
and I take a chance on collecting a 
punch in the mouth bailing him out of 
his difficulty. He may be “good old Joe* 
to me and the rest of the gang and its 
funny when he clowns around private, 
but somebody else’s wife may not feel 
that way. I don't intend to moralize and 
I can drink as much as the next man, 
but I don’t want to be the one that 
people look at and say "there's the 
joker that screwed up the rally this 
year." 

Mr. Roloff is mad, I'm mad too, but 
not as Mr. Roloff. I just can't see people 
reading his article without a little re- 
buttal.I agree that some policeagencies 
are a poor argument for law enforcement 
but on the other hand, lets not condemn 
cops for what they are unable to do 
with their limited numbers and power. 
It is the responsibility of every citizen 
to see that law and order prevail. If we 
can't be cop-lovers, at least lets not be 
cop-haters. I know cops that I don't like 
but I try not to let it show. 

If you can see through the large 
cloud of steam that I've just blown off, 
the balance of this letter is to tell you 
at Cycle News that I think you have a 
fine publication and to my way of think- 
ing, the best in the business. Keep up 
the good work and I'll see you at the 
next road run.

I've.never heard of any club held 
against the wall for injuries sustained 
by any competitor as we should under- 
stand our.situation before we got on the 
starting line. My condolances to the 
Chivingtons and you will certainly find 
my contribution among the rest of them 
when it arrives. 

I wish Herb Hill of Las Vegas would 
check into the facts before he shoots 
his mouth off at the DirtDiggers M.C.!! 

Perhaps this.could be an incentive 
for clubs to each have a benevolent 
fund such as the Diggers have. 

I know help is coming although 
lengthy in time.

Cycle News attended the second ses- 
sion of the Long Beach Police Motor 
Patrol Association Motorcycle Training 
Program on a recent Saturday morning. 
About a dozen people and eight motor- 
cycles were waiting at the gate to 
Douglas Aviation’s airfield in North 
Long Beach when we rode up. Two of 
the gentlemen wore white denim dunga- 
rees and were conversing with a uni- 
formed policeman named Erby Noblett. 
They were waiting for officer Bob 
Samuelson, the spark-plug of the train- 
ing program, to arrive with the key. The 
denim-clad men were introduced as Ed 
Howie, Technical Advisor to the L.B. 
Motor Patrol and Emie Moore, head 
cycle Instructor for the Long Beach 
Police Dept. 

Bob Samuelson arrived in his car 
simultaneously with a truck from Long 
Beach Honda bearing two practice bikes, 
and L.B. Honda's Merv Parso, riding 
his own 450 (shoeshine, tie and all). 
Samuelson unlocked the gate and led the 
way to a deserted runway, where Officer 
Noblett, and another uniformed cop, Ron 
Burgess helped Dave Priddy set up the 
course using rubber marker cones and 
home made traffic signs. All of the cops 
were donating their off-duty time to 
make the school a success. 

“The course we use is exactly the 
same as the street driving course used 
for training motor patrol officers,” Bob 
Samuelson explained. We'll observe the 
students through the course and score 
their performance. Then we'll check 
them on the same course again at the 
end of the program to measure their 
progress." 

Being the inquisitive reporters that 
we are, the next question was, who's 
footing the bill for the training program? 

“The funds come entirely from the 
Motor Patrol Association," Officer Sam- 
uelson replied. “We saw that the job 
needed doing, and nobody else was 
doing it, so the Association initiated 
this program. We have had considerable 
help from the motorcycle dealers in the 
area.” a 

For the next two, hours the eleven 
trainees in the pilot program maneuvered 
their mounts through circles, S-turns, 
U-turns, braking, parking, slow riding 
and slalom turns as the volunteer offi- 
cers scored their mistakes. The program 
looked a great deal to us like a small 
field meet on pavement. On hearing this 
Observation, Officer Samuelson laughed. 


“That reminds me of a contest we were 
challenged to last year by the Highway 
Patrol,” he said. “All the Long Beach 
motor officers went to the Highway 
Patrol’s training grounds in Orange 
County for a kind of intra-official field 
meet on our police motorcycles. They 
laughed when they saw our guys had ac- 
cepted their challenge, but we won the 
meet! Got a big trophy, too.” 

After the class was over,we asked 
one of the students if he thought that 
the program was improving his riding. 
“Oh yes,” he said. “I’ve learned a lot 
that I didn’t know.” 

Riders ranged in skill from one lady 
who had never ridden before, to boys 
with nearly a year’s experience. The 
machines brought by the students in- 
cluded a Vespa, a Harley 74 and a gag- 
gle of lightweights. 

The first class will continue every 
Saturday until February when the second 
class will begin the program. Anyone 
locally who is interested in joining the 
class may fill out the application blank 
printed here and send it in. You will 
receive full information from the Motor 
Patrol Association.

Class Champions—Street & Gas 

Cycles of 650cc displacement crowd-

When 
the full 1320 feet of asphalt had been 
covered by the blur of two fantastic 
fuel machines there was a winner's 
light in Cook's lane and the clocks 
were stopped at 10.32 seconds with an 
average of 151.26 miles per hcur in the 
last 150 feet. 


Top Gas at Irwindale 


Nira Johnson's Gas class victory 
had not been easy but it was all only a 
sample of the race to come. Bill Cham- 
bers won his class on one of the fastest 
74 inch Harleys now in contention and 
Nira was aware that 74 inches is a long 
ways from 40.

CASTAIC SEPARATED THE MEN FROM THE BOYS...And the Boys 
From Their Bikes!

The American Cycle Association's idea to have a motocross series for 
riders who want to play at European-type scrambling surely attracted the 
attention of the Gods with the first running January 22nd. To give the local 
contingent the proper atmosphere right from the start, it rained and rained 
and RAINED.

This one Sunday was 
not for the rider with no experience in hills or rough, muddy going (even in 
good weather the course is a cob).

Two boys from Oregon, Keith Mersett and Larry Buchanan on Greeves, 
led the 250 Amateur class home with another out-of-towner Gary Hatch from 
San Mateo (Greeves) in third. The Oregonians were having a lark and the 
conditions didn’t faze them one bit. When Larry fell down in the middle of a 
hill, he lay in the mud laughing for a while, threw some at the next man 
going past, picked himself up and got the trusty Greeves thumping away up 
the incline again with great sheets of mud flying up behind him. 

Hero of the big bike Amateurs was Frank Harlan. Frank, who always 
shows up for the rough ones, had his Triumph-TT out, with (horrors) a Class 
C Pirelli on the front! Booming and crashing like a tank he ploughed up and 
down the hills, having to turn the throttle on with both hands when it jammed 
with mud. Then he became the only rider of a 650cc Triumph single when the 
bike started misfiring first on one side and then on the other, but Frank kept 
going and took home the win. There were only three big bikes left running at 
the end: Englishman Allan Fox on his Honda (seen feeding tea to his bike 
between runs) and Howard Sutton from Redwood City on a BSA. These two 
took the wins in the 21” and the 500cc classes. 

The Silver Cup heats were of course the wildest. First round over half 
the troops didn’t make the first hill and when the mud was scrapped off their 
number plates and off their faces, they restarted with more luck. John Rice 
was having one heck of a time getting up the first mud hill and received some 
able coaching from Walt Axthelm, but in the first heat his chain broke and 
that was it for the day. 

The Greeves were the dominators, led by a grim-looking Nick Nicholson: 
with Gary Conrad as the eventual winner. But it was Husky-mounted Ray 
McCarty who broke up their monopoly with a second place win, Keith Mash- 
burn took third, beating out such old hands in the rough as Walt Axthelm and 
Lloyd Lingelbach. Watch young Keith, for at flattracking or in the mud, he is 
a winner, Lloyd Lingelbach said he "hadn't had so much fun since Europe or 
the snow scrambles at Lebec last year." 

A few more events like this (including some more wet ones) may develop 
a good team to go against the much hoped-for “invasion” of the Europeans 
next Corriganville, The first of the Silver Cup Series was a day we can 
bench race over for a long time, and for the man who did rise to the chal- 
lenge, they already have points in the “kitty” towards the cash at the end

Sonora Club’s

Winter Endurance Test 


If one did not see the motorcycles 
the atmosphere at the Sonora M.C.'s 
Enduro a couple of weeks ago was some- 
wbat like a small waterfront town when 
the fishing boats come in. Large groups 
of ruddy, robust men dressed in rubber 
boots and rainsuits stood around. But 
these men seemed to have been dipped 
in mud. 

This reporter was of the opinion that 
Enduro riders were rather a sedate type, 
who enjoyed putt-putting around on 
trails, but didn’t want to risk their necks 
going fast in all-out racing. After all, it 
doesn’t sound too rough to average 24 
mph on a motorcycle. Well baby! I got a 
strong dose of the truth. 

The referee of the sponsoring 
Sonora M/C club said “In the past this 
event was considered a gravy run.” How- 
ever a couple of days of rain ending 


with half a foot of snow changed the 
complexion of the proposed course. The 
length was shortened down to 74 miles 
and there was speculation that a river 
crossing would have to be changed be- 
cause the water was rising. 

Of the 323 riders who entered only 
208 started and of these barely 31 fin- 
ished in time for points. The temperature 
was two degrees above freezing. 

From the start, what began as a road 
dropped off steeply into a foot-deep pool 
of soupy mud. This spot was to be a 
major impasse for returning riders. From 
there the trail ran along a power line 
road and then down to some abandoned 
railroad tracks. Here a bottleneck de- 
veloped as riders mounted the rails for 
a jouncing 2-mile ride down the tracks. 
Another section ran through dense young 
pinewoods that seemed to grab at riders’

legs as they stormed through, trying to 
keep up with that “easy” 24 mph average. 

First man back at the finish was Tom 
Stacker on a Velocette 500cc single. 
He was not necessarily the winner, for 
enduros are won by steadiness, not by 
speed. 

An estimated 5 minutes later Bob 
Keyes came charging through on a 250 
Greeves. As the traffic increased I took 
up a station above the mudhole. I found 
it difficult to stand there impassively 
watching, as exhausted men slid back 
into this mud pool. One was heard to 
utter, “Oooh, and its so hard to start!” 
Other things they said wouldn’t make 
the paper. A goodly number of the natives 
were still wallowing around in it as I 
left for home. They may even be there 
yet.

HILLTOPPERS’ HEYDAY

Gail (115) Ferrell, first Novice in, 


Reed Price, on a Triumph picked up 
the Hilltoppers H & H win Sunday, but 
had to work for it because there were a 
lot of fast experts pushing him all the 
way. 

The course near Lucerne was set up 
for two separate 35-mile loops, starting 
from a long, gradual up-hill open area 
with 2 smoke bombs in the middle of a 
saddle back between two high hills. 

The 157 open class riders and 130 
250cc lightweight riders took off at the 
drop of the banner at 10:00 a.m. sharp. 
Dick Dean, on a Triumph led it to the 
first smoke bomb, where the dusty trail 
split into a couple of trails. At this 
point, Bobby Ferro passed Dick Dean at 
the second smoke bomb. 

Ferro ran at the point until about 20 
miles out, when he had mechanical 
trouble and had to stop. At this point, 
Reed Price made his move and led it 
into the 1st gas check, with James 
Martino, on a BSA 2nd, and Ken Knudsen 
and Lon Peterson, both on Triumphs, 
coming 3rd and 4th. 

The 1st loop was good and fast open 
desert territory with a long fire road and 
a long downhill sand wash which was a 
blast to ride. The 2nd loop was much 
rougher, and as Dick Dean put it, “The 
last loop was cobby but the way I like 
it, not flat-out 4th gear”. 

Reed Price led it into the finish, with 
Lon Peterson pushing hard and making 
up time, finishing only 10 seconds be- 
hind Reed. Larry Bergquist, on a BSA 
picked up 3rd. 

Steve Hurd, came in for first 500 
Expert on a Matchless, with Lynn Cole 
on a flying Bultaco grabbing off 1st 
250 Expert just ahead of Bud Harvey, on 
a Triumph who took 1st glory in the 
Amateur class. 

The big surprise was Gail Ferrell, 
#115 on a Triumph, taking 1st 500 Nov- 
ice and 18th overall, that is moving in 
pretty fast company for a novice. 

Getting the word from the riders in 
the pits after the race, everyone I talked 
to said the Hilltoppers put a lot of 
thought into this run. I don’t believe 
anyone could have gotten lost with all 
the lime they put on the course and the 
riders really appreciated it. 


SCOTT TOPS TRAIL BIKES 


There were 100 trail bike riders who 
started 10 minutes after the big bikes to 
go the first 35-mile loop. At the drop of 
the banner, we headed up the long up- 
hill grade to the first smoke bomb. The 
riders who had well-tuned bikes were 
able to pull this grade in 4th gear and 
get a good start; two such riders were 
Al Baker on a Hodaka, and Steve Scott, 
on a smooth-running Bultaco (Scott came 
out to the desert because there were no 
TT-Scrambles going, scheduled last 
Sunday). 

After the smoke bomb, Baker and 
Scott dueled for some time in the fast, 
sandy trails. There was plenty of room 
to pass, which made for good racing. 
And where were the Morgan brothers? 
They were moving up through the traffic 
all this time, and as they came by the 
smoke bomb they were running about 20th. 

The last five miles were all down- 
hill trails, cruising in 4th gear, so Steve 
Scott really turned his Bultaco on and 
came in to take the win. Hot on his trail 
and only 3 minutes behind were Jack 
and Frank Morgan on their Hodakas, 
taking 2nd and 3rd respectively. 

Scrambler Doug Yerkes and William 
Lindsay came in 4th and 5th, also on 
Bultacos, with Lindsay picking up first 
Amateur gold. 

I found it enjoyable riding the trail 
bike race set up by the Hilltoppers. 
There weren't any impossible hills and 
the rocks were at a minimum. There was 
a short stretch where we went between 
and over some large boulders, but it was 
fun because you had to show some class 
and ride it feet up like an English Trials. 
All in all, it was a good day of racing.

“MY WORLD IS ON WHEELS” 


Hurray! A really TOP program on the 
sport of motorcycling was presented 
January 21 0n TV.With Dr. Frank Baxter 
hosting the show and Steve Winegar 
doing the narration, the half-hour went 
all too fast. 

Showing all the various types of 
competition events from scrambles com- 
plete with the Sidehacks, to drags at 
Irwindale, it switched to Riverside 
Raceway with a national magazine road- 
testing bikes, then on to Road Racing. 
Shot at Carlsbad, these scenes showed 
beautifully a facet of the sport that is 
too little-known. Then there was an 
abrupt change to some tremendous shots 
of a hill climb in Outlaw Canyon up by 
Bakersfield. Change again to some of 
the Rams M.C. holding a “slow” race, 
with such familiars of Doug Yerkes 





setting a snail's pace with much pain- 
staking balancing. 

The two-wheeled world of the non= 
competitor received its fair share with 
a charming couple shown riding through 
Yosemite National Park and along 
lovely beaches, enjoying just plain 
riding. Also included were shots of a 
road group out to demonstrate motor 
cycle safety. 

We say cheers for this presentation. 
Winegar commented several times on 
the need always for safety equipment 
such as helmets (although the “fun 
riding” couple weren’t always so geared) 
and his explanation as to why people 
ride motorcycles for either fun riding or 
competition purposes was lucid. Dr. 
Baxter was naturally most intelligent 
with his questions and comments, lead- 
ing to a good explanation of the national 
workings of the American Motorcycle 
Association. 

The photography was first-class, 
with some slow motion jump shots that 
were just beautiful. Even the back- 
ground music was chosen with care, 
ranging from stirring themes for the 
competition shots to dreamy music dur- 
ing the road sequences, 

We hope Channel 5 will show this 
again. It is the kind of publicity our 
sport deserves. and if this particular 
program could be shown to a average 
television viewer, it could undo much 
of the damage that the “The Wild Ones” 
did.

The Story Behind The Headlines rind 


DESERT CHAMPS PRAISED FOR SEARCH EFFORTS 


j Valiant efforts and unceasing vigil by hundreds of volunteers and scores 
" of authorities were brought to a halt just after noon, Saturday January 28, 

| when the body of a missing Los Angeles County Fireman was discovered 
under several feet of snow a few yards from his bogged-down automobile. A 
week-long search for the lost man, Stan Woods of West Covina, had been 
fraught with problems. Uncertain destinations, misleading identifications — 
and worst of all — heavy snows in the prime areas for investigation all

Woods was reported missing when he 
failed to report for duty on Saturday the 
twenty-first. A check with his home re- 
vealed he had not been seen since going 
on a prospecting jaunt several days 
before, ostensibly to the Piute Mountains 
northwest of Mojave. The Kern County 
Sheriff's office in that desert town 100 
miles north of Los Angeles was con- 
tacted and several off-duty firemen from 
Woods' unit sped there to begin looking 
for him. That evening a storm front 
moved in, bringing high winds, bitter 
cold and rain. In higher altitudes snow 
began to fall, Continuing through Sunday 
with increased fury, the inclement wea- 
ther made any sighting of the man's 
white car more difficult. The Woods 
family joined the searchers, bringing a 
helicopter for aerial survey. The L.A. 
County Fire Dept. supplied track-laying 
vehicles to get into the snow-bound 
passes. Their efforts were coordinated 
by Capt. Ross H. Barb, chaplain of the 
firefighting group. Sheriff units were 
headed by Captain Gene Young, with 
Lt. Tom Shuell and Senior Deputy Don 
Glennon assisting. More volunteers ar- 
rived, among them many fire captains 
and battalion chiefs from neighboring 
stations. One fireman who joined the 
group was Frank “Wheelie” Wheeler, the 
Lancaster giant noted for such Hodaka- 
ble adventures as round-tripping the 
length of Baja California on a 90cc bike 
and being the first man to finish a 500- 
mile Greenhorn Enduro on an under- 
100cc machine. Frank brought his bikes 
to the search effort, scanned the situa- 
tion and made a phone call. 


Desert Bikes to the Scene 


In Los Angeles, the telephone jan- 
gled at the home of Jean Carter, presi- 
dent of the AMA District 37 Sports Com- 
mittee. It was Monday evening and as 
he heard the story, a promise was made 
that help would come. More phones rang 
as prominent riders and club leaders 
were contacted. Bikes were loaded into 
trucks and trailers, foul-weather gear 
gathered up and employers were con- 
tacted for leave time. Up over Angeles 
Crest and out the Palmdale Freeway 
they came, arriving in Mojave in the 
chill pre-dawn stillness. Early arrivals 
sacked for brief periods in motel rooms 





provided by the Fire Dept. and others 
met in the coffee shop to review all 
possible details. Wheeler had gone 
ahead, taking his bike to the Piute sum- 
mit in darkness the evening before, 
leaving his wife Nancy to meet the 
desert competition riders. 


Ekins Party Marooned 

At 5 a.m. a meeting was held with 
Sheriffs and Fire Dept. officers, With 
all available information, the riders 
headed for familiar Jawbone Canyon, 
entrance to Kelso Valley and the Piutes, 
25 miles north on the Sierra Highway. A 
report of a white car south of Claraville 
pinpointed the search to that high moun- 
tain area. Even so, all roads, canyons 
and accessible areas were to be checked 
out until positive identification of the 
car was made. One of the rider groups 
was given a handy-talkie unit to coordi- 
nate with others in the search team. 

At the end of the Jawbone Canyon 
Pavement, several miles in from High- 
way 14, the trucks rendezvoused and 
bikes were unloaded. Warm-up was made 
before the sun brightened the overcast 
skies and with the first hint of visibility 
the men were off, split into two groups 
to scourge the two main routes into 
Kelso Valley. A few miles away snow 
already covered the craggy hills lining 
the canyon. 

Just after 8 a.m. the groups re-met at 
the point where Jawbone Canyon Road 
and Kelso Valley Road intersect. Noth- 
ing to report so far. From there it was 
Only up. Two paths led to the summit, a 
few thousand feet higher and cloaked in 
clouds and mist. One party chose the 
direct approach up Gerringer Grade with 
its steep switchbacks, and the other 
set out the back way, going up Harris 
Grade, to the Northeast. Both found the 
riding tough, with ice under snow on un- 
maintained roads. At 11:30, the Harris 
Grade detail turned back, just short of 
the Landers Meadow summit. The radio 
reported the car as an old wreck, killing 
the lead. Conditions were worsening. 
Back at the trucks, after a few ice- 
inspired spills, a head-count showed 
three riders missing. 


The Gerringer party had encountered 
deep drifts. but three pressed on to the

top. Bud Ekins, Steve McQueen and Jack 
Krizman had made the summit, only to 
be directed back by a Sheriff's Weasel 
track-layer crew. Unable to connect up 
with Wheeler who was waiting no far 
ahead, the trio headed back down, but 
the snows had filled in over the road 
and passage was impossible. They 
holed-up in an abandoned cabin and 
waited. Help came later that night when 
Frank Wheeler retumed to Mojave and 
found them missing. With a *Cat* crew 
in a Fire Dept. Sprite (tracked vehicle), 
he returned to the mountain top, found 


by China Lake Naval Ordnance Test 
Station and the Ridgecrest Search and 
Rescue Team with its four-wheel drive 
units. Working in an area about thirty 
miles long by ten wide, the groups were 
split with the FWD units carrying fuel, 
tools, etc. for the riders, plus radios for 
instant intercom in case the car was 
spotted. With the jeeps working as 
“mother hens” along the main road, their 
two-wheeled “charges” scurried up 
branch roads and canyons, along hog- 
backed ridges and into gullies, converg- 
ing periodically on the mobile base 
stations to report findings, gas up, and 
go again. In the rain-soaked ground their 
tracks became prominent.

With the firm possibilities that we 
shall be called, it’s time to tighten up 
the alerting system, have the necessary 
gear of ropes, compass, maps, matches, 
food and first aid boxed, handy and 
ready to go, and to show the public the 
positive side of organized motorcycling. 
We've long complained that riding lands 
are being forbidden us, that people 
aren't receptive to our sport, etc. Isn't 
it time we took this opportunity to pre- 
sent the positive side of cross-country 
*cycling by making firm action toward a 
publicly recognized and accepted sere 
vice organization?

It was a quiet night in San Ignacio, Baja California Del Sur, Mexico, but 
then al] the nights in San Ignacio are quiet. Oddly enough, though, I seemed 
to hear motorcycles. Now one cycle attracts a lot of attention in that part of 
the world, and two or three at a time causes six or seven months' fiesta. But 
a lot of cycles is simply unheard of. 

When I came'into the plaza, the place seemed full of bikes. There were 
ten Honda 305 Scfamblers, two trucks and about 16 riders milling around — 
and all this in'a place where even the advent of one motorcycle and/or one 
traveller is a rare happening. The riders were Mexican engineers, architécts 
and construction people — one of the best-educated and most agreeable group 
of riders I’ve encountered anywhere, anyplace. 

They were members of the Government Committee for the Administration, 
Financing and Construction of Schools. Part of the group were from the 
Territory, part from the State, and some were from Mexico, (the capitol) itself. 
They had decided it would be capital fun to ride from La Paz to Tijuana — 
something very seldom done for some reason or other — and so had combined 
a motorcycle jaunt with their official inspection tour of the Baja California 
schools. The trucks were ground support for the expedition and there was 
also an accompanying plane. A 

They had camped the previous night at El Coyote beach south of Mulege, 
spreading their sleeping bags on the sand. Official Purpose: "To see the 
sunrise over the bay." Astonishingly, only two of the lads had ever ridden 
before — the rest had a maximum of 200 miles of pavement riding experience 
before starting out! 

Lacking experience in riding rough terrain, they had turned the wick up 
too soon. This had resulted in two of the fellows coming around a curve at a 
little over 40 mph to discover a wide, deep hole where the road ought to be. 
They both got off, collecting scrapes for their foolhardiness. In the tumble 
one had broken the strap of his crash helmet off clean — the only strap I ever 
saw broken. Fortunately, both bikes survived with little damage, bent a bit 
here and there, but perfectly rideable. 

The following morning the schoolmaster took turns riding my little CL- 
160, “muy chiquita.” Nearly all the photos were made during this getting-ready 
period, including a line-up of all the riders in front of the Mission (it is not 
a Cathedral, no matter what Better Camping magazine says!

It goes without saying that there 
will be a hundred or so new lads up 
from the scrambles ranks to try money 
racing in the novice class for the first 
time on the short course. 


Carlsbad Coming Next Week 


Next week is the big one and second 
season for road racers at Carlsbad. 
The monthly sportsmen road races go in 
what will be a final attempt for many 
area riders before Daytona next month. 

The entry list hit 140 riders in 
January and will easily top that mark 
for Feb, 12th, Again there will also be 
a class for fully, equipped street ma- 
chines, 250cc and under, This produc- 
tion class for the newer riders again 
joins all racing machine classes for 
machines 50cc's up to the open class. 

Highlights of Carlsbad will include 
the new Kawasaki factory team making 
their first appearance anywhere on 
these shores. There has been much 
talk of these 37 horsepower 250's and 
the team of well known stars that will 
ride them, You can look for four and 
maybe.five of the Kawasaki's to be on 
hand from the factory, plus at least six 
that have been released to local dealers 
in time for the race. 


350 H-D For Cal 


Also, Cal Rayborn will ride one of 
the few new 350cc Harley-Davidson race 
jobs at Carlsbad on the 12th. The AMA 
is going to drop the racing limit to 
350cc come 1969 and Cal is the only 
rider we know of who has a full factory 
rig ready to race. 

A match race is in the mill to pit 
the fastest Kawasaki, Rayborn's 350 
H-D and January 250 winner Dick Ham- 
mer and his potent Suzuki against each 
other for a three lap affair. Hammer and 
his 250 was faster than any of the 500's 
and 650's the last time out.
